Section  3  of  Bill  7,,  which  has  been  passed  and  given  Boyal  Assent, 
provides  that  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  shall,  on  the  reccmmer.aaticn 
of  the  Assembly,  appoint  an  Ombudsman. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee,  I  am  prepared  at  this  time, 
on  behalf  of  the  Committee,  to  make  a  recommendation  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Honourable  members. 

The  Committee  received  and  reviewed  232  written  applications  for 
the  position  of  Ombudsman.  Each  written  application  was  carefully  studied 
and  referencos  were  checked  where  deemed  necessary.  Nine  applicants  were 
interviewed  personally  by  the  Committee.  Although  there  were  a  number  of 
applicants  who  could  do  justice  to  the  position  of  Ombudsman  and  whose  quali¬ 
fications  vero  no  doubt  adequate  for  the  position,  the  Ccmmittoo^  responsibility 
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was  to  recommend  to  the  Assembly  the  applicant  "it  consider-  neat  Suitable  far 
appointment  to  this  position,*'
